Washington. July I.—Daniel C. 
Roper, commissioner 
of 
internal 
revenue, issued a statement pres­ 
cribing rules and regulations re­ 
garding the manufacture and sale 
of distilled spirits 
and 
their

moval front bond for other than 
beverage purposes. 
The regula­ 
tions say physicians may prescribe 
wines and liquor from internal use 
or alcohol for external use where 
the patient is under constant sup­ 
ervision. 
Wholesale or retail liquor dealers 
may sell to 
prarmacists 
holding 
permits. 
Pharmacists are instruc­ 
ted to refuse to fill prescriptions 
if they believe physicians are dis­ 
pensing for other 
than 
strictly 
legitimate medicinal uses. 
Physicians are required to rec­ 
ord each instance in which they 
prescribe liquor. 
No prescription 
may be refilled. 
No one prescrip­ 
tion shall be given for more than 
one quart. 
Druggists filling liquor prescrip­ 
tions must reserve in a separate 
fido of copy of every prescription 
and once a month must submit to 
the collector of internan revenue a 
list showing the names of the phy­ 
sicians, the names of the patients 
and the total quantity dispensed to 
each patient during the month.
